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REMARKS 

Status of the claims 

Claims 6, 8-9, 13, 15, and 20-23 have been canceled . 

Cl aims 1-5, 7, 10-12, and 16-19 are pending- 
Examiner Interview and Amendments 

The Ex amin er called October 21, 2005 indicating that variables W (optionally substituted 
only by lower alkyl), R 13 -Rio (must be all hydrogen), Ai (bond only), Ri and R 2 (must not form 
rings), and G (NR 18 C(=0)Ri 9 7-NRi8S0 2 R 17 , -NRi 8 C0 2 Ri9> and-NR2oC(=0)NR i8 Rj9) did not yet 
comply with the Group 1 election as described in the January 7, 2005 office action. The Examiner 
indicated that the case would be allowed if such amendments were made. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's careful penisal of the claims and have made 
amendments to fully comply with the aforementioned restriction requirement. As a bond only, 
variable Ai is unnecessary and it is deleted from the claims. Variable W has been limited to being 
optionally substituted only by lower alkyl. Verbiage indicating that R\ and Rz could form rings has 
been removed from the claims, and certain species of claim 11 requiring the formation of such a ring 
have been deleted. Variables made unnecessary by the restriction have been eliminated. Variables 
Ri3 - R 1(5 have all been limited to hydrogen. The scope of the claims has not been broadened 
thereby, nor has new material been added. 

The January 7, 2005 office action (first page of the Detailed Action) indicated thai the 
Examiner intended the G groups of the Group 1 election to include only of NRibC(=0)Ri9? 
-NR13SQ2R17, -NRi 8 C0 2 Ri9, and -NR 2 oC(=0)NRigRi9- Accordingly, all other groups have been 
deleted from the definition of variable G throughout the claims. 

It is believed that the claims are now in condition for allowance and Applicants request 
withdrawal of the Examiners objection and a quick issuance of the application.
